Fortunately there was plenty of water.at hand and.they did not

His methods of reasoning were feeble, but his willingness to be 


serviceable was both manifest and vigorous. He declared that the 
hydraulic mining which had been done by the people of California 
•was in reality chargeable against the United States, that the Gov- 
ernment could have prevented the mining, and that its failure to do 
so made it financially and morally liable for the injury inflicted upon 
die river by that process. This was the first step. The Govern- 
ment, having the power to prevent a wrong and failing to prevent it, 
became responsible for it and in this instance became responsible in 
damages to the amount of untold millions. True, the people of 
California practiced mining and took to themselves the golden pro- 
ceeds, but the Government might have enjoined it and stopped it, 
but failing in this it should now be held responsible in damages for 
Jhat failure. 


From this starting point he reasoned that'the Government owes 


(to California the conversion of the Sacramento, Feather and other 
tributaries into navigable rivers. 


Having in his own mind constructed 
navigable 
waterways. 


iWilliam Ham. Hall took the third step. To what use, he asked m 
effect, are navigable rivers devoted? Necessarily to the carrying 
of commerce. 
But, products must be generated before there can be 


commerce. Hence the Government, owing to the State navigable 
•waterways, also owed to the State the making of these waterways 
[valuable'by converting the swamp and overflowed lands of the State 
into arable fields. This would confer upon the navigable rivers 
created by the Government the use for which they were created. 


And so William Ham. Hall pleaded for the reclamation of the 


private lands of the swamp land owners at Government expense, on 
the ground that the Government owes it to the State to create a 
navigable river, and also to create a commerce to be carried by it. 


William Ham. Hall stopped short of the full logical deduction 


from his position. 
Of what value is a navigable river, with products 


piled up on its banks, unless there are steamboats to carry these 
products? 
And so, pursuing William Ham. Hall's logic one further 


and very logical step, the Government owes to the steamboat com- 
panies' steamboats so they may navigate the navigable river created 
by the Government, and carry the products of the lands reclaimed by 
the Government. 


And now comes C. E. Grunsky with a new proposition, 


fining the new scheme Mr. Grunsky d-scloses the position to which 
the swamp land ring has retreated. The proposition for the reclama- 
tion of the swamp land at public expense was repudiated every- 
where 
The last heard of the swamp land ring was that it was re- 


treating in good order. How far it would fall back, where it would 
take up its new position, the extent to winch it would fortify this 
new position was not known until disclosed by the gratuitous inter- 
jection of himself into the controversy by Mr. Grunsky. When it 
became necessa-v to dismiss Mr Grunsky from the Panama Canal 
Commission his fau was broken at the half way place by his appoint- 
ment to the position of consulting engineer for 
the 
reclamation 


work in progress under what is popularly known as the National 
Irrigation Act. 


Having this advisory relation with the reclamation of lands 


from aridity Mr. Grunsky comes before the public in a manner show- 
ing that irrigation of and lands and the reclamdt.or of swamp lands 
from their swamp condition have in his mind logical rdrvancy. He 


believe the President would countenance such a project for an^ in- 
stant. A vast and growing number of people regard the Philippines 
as an undesirable incumbrance and would be glad to see the link 
connecting them with this country dissolved, but few—very few, in- 
deed—would favor either ceding or selling the islands 
to Japan. 


If our dominion over the Philippines is to be relinquished, popular 
sentiment will demand that the Filipinos be given their indepen- 
dence and not be sold or given away to some other nation. 


Ever since we acquired the Philippines we have been paltering 


with the truth as to how the acquisition was accomplished. 
We 


have denied that we obtained them by conquest, but the indisputable 
fact remains that Spain would not have ceded her claim to them if 
we had not crushed her military power and had her at our mercy. 
Because she could not resist, she sold us the Philippines for $20,000,- 
000—our own price. Ever since we have been smarting under the 
accusation of buying from a tyrannical power an oppressed people 
struggling to regain their liberties. 


Because we have found our tropical islands in the Orient un- 


desirable and unprofitable, shall we commit the indefensible wrong 
of selling the Christian people we bought against their will to a 
pagan nation, whose rule will be still more obnoxious to their race 
and national sensibilities? Shall our republic sell the people who 
have fallen to us as the captives of war in slavery to 
a 
pagan 


monarchy? 


A thousand times no. The Senate would not sanction^ the 


scheme were it brought forward, and the nation would rise in in- 
dignation were the proposal submitted. We cannot credit the idea 
that the President ever harbored such a design, and we are absolute- 
ly convinced General Wright was not sent to Tokio to make the 
reported arrangement.

tension of this policy to the reclamation of swamp land. But, the 
' tamp lands are all in private ownership, and his bowels of com- 
^sion yearned for them. He therefore proposes a time of pay- 
ment which is tenderly merciful. 


He thinks it would be wise for the Government to reclaim these 


swamp lands for the benefit of their private owners, and give them 
twenty years in which to return the cost of such reclamation, with- 
out interest! 


The Board of Engineers viho examined and reported on these 


lands and whose report was accepted with jubilation by the swamp 
land ring, estimated the cost of reclamation at $24,000,000.

proponents of the scheme declare that the expenditure of this sum 
would create $100,000,000 of value, every dollar of which would be 
privately owned by the owners of the swamp lands.

Let the Council Act. 


There seems to be no sound reason why the opening of Wash- 


ington street should not be ordered at once. Former Mayor Wil- 
liam R. Davis, a lawyer of high standing and acknowledged ability, 
has stated that the Council has full authority under the charter to 
have the street opened. The merchants and property owners along 
Washington street offer to pay the entire expense of moving the 
City Hall and opening the street. Hence there is neither legal nor 
financial impediment in the way of extending the thoroughfare to 
San Pablo avenue. It is universally admitted that the extension is 
both desirable and necessary. Furthermore, nobody has advanced 
any valid objection to the opening, and Mayor Mott has announced 
himself in favor of it. There seems no occasion for further delay 
under the circumstances. Opening Washington street has been un- 
der discussion for more than fifteen years, and the only objections 
thus far raised have been touching expediency and cost—the 
opening itself is universally conceded to be a much needed public im- 
provement. Technical obstacles 
having been brushed aside, the 


time has arrived for action. It is up to the Council to proceed, and 
THE TRIBUNE hopes to report progress at an early date. 


The Council has recently passed an ordinance forbidding the 


riding of bicycles on the sidewalks

tect pedestrians in their use of the portion of the highways set apart 
exclusively for them. But now comes the Chief of Police, who, with- 
out authority of law, grants certain people the privilege of occupying

It is equally notorious that the Chief of Police refuses to interfere 
with the practice, refuses to protect the rights of the public, refuses 
to enforce one of the ordinances the police force is maintained to 
enforce.

It is time the public learned why some people are 


required to render strict obedience to the law while other people are

WOMAN NOT KNOWN. 


The woman has not been identified,

She was well dressed, was qui- 
et in her manner, and attracted no at- 
tention. 
At 3 o'clock yesterday after- 


noon the woman appeared at the offi- 
cial residence of Adm-lral 
Chouknin 


and sent In her card, saying she was 
a daughter of. a Rear Admiral who was 
an old acquaintance of Chouknin at 
St. Petersburg, and requested an in- 
terview. 


Upon entering the Admiral's office 


she drew a rapid fire. pistol and fired 
four shots at Chouknin with deliber- 
ate aim, each bullet reaching the mark. 
She then turned to flee, but, was killed 
by the orderly.

Politicians Are Figuring 


on the Gubernatorial 


Fight . 


Schmitz and Ruef Are 


Giving a Good Ad- 


ministration. 


^ 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 10.—The open advent of Con- 


gressman Gfflett of Humboldt county in the Gubernatorial 
fight has been the political sensation of the week. There is 
some little suspicion that George A. Knight, the Eepublican 
Nalional Committeeman for California, had something to do 
with getting Gillett to declare himself. 


Knight does not like Governor Pardee. When the big 


Republican orator was a candidate for United States Senator 
he was very open in accusing Pardee of taking sides against 
him and working for the election of Flint. To his friends he 
hotly stated that he would get even with the Governor the first 
time an opportunity offered; and now seems to be an opportun- 
ity, for the Governor wants a renomination, and Knight is a 
very powerful factor in Humboldt county and in other sections 
of Gillett's district. 


There is always a whisper out that Gillett's candidacy 


may merely mask an intention of Knight to get into the fight 
himself. When asked if he will be a candidate Knight always 
insists that he would be no such fool as to take an office where 
he would be worred by all sorts of people he does not like. At 
present he takes things very easy. He has a fine ranch up 
above Willits where he enjoys putting in much of his time. 
His property in Eureka has increased enormously in value, and 
his retainers from such corporations as the Pacific Mail bring 
him in a fat income without calling upon him for much labor. 
He is an expert chauffeur and a competent marine engineer, so 
he takes a good deal of pleasure in his automobile and in his 
launch "The Athlete." So he would probably be a great fool 
to accept a nomination for Governor and assume the cares of 
office. He might be induced, however, to forego, his present 
ease for the purpose of working out a revenge upon Pardee. 


Another statement that has caused some flutter among the 


Gubernatorial candidates is that former GOT emor Henry T. 
Gage has written to some of his friends in the North asking 
them not to tie themselves up politically, because he may be a 
candidate for the nomination himself. Former Supreme Court 
Justice C. H. Garoutte is given as authority for the statement 
that such letters have been received from Gage. From Los 
Angeles comes the declaration that Gage had said that, whereas 
he had no particular desire to be a candidate, if the people of 
California wished him to run again he would be willing to abide 
bv their wishes. That is generally taken as an indication that 
the ex-Governor is entirely willing and even ready to campaign 
a little for that nomination. 


Warren Porter of Watsomille, Santa Cruz county, is un- 


derstood to be a candidate for the nomination for Governor, al- 
though he has not openly announced his candidacy. He is very 
bitter on the subject of Governor Pardee, however, as Pardee 
removed him from his place as Piison Director; and, whether 
he is a candidate or not it is certain that he will do evcr\ thing 
in his power to bring the southern coast counties into the con- 
ven to oppose Pardee's ambitions. 


Postmaster Arthur Fisk, who has long been understood to 


be a candidate for the Gubernatorial nomination, will return 
from Washington in a few days and will then probably put a 
little more life into his candidacy.- Senator Charley Belshaw 
of Contra Costa county has said to his friends that he would 
very much like to have the nomination for Governor if things 


could be worked around his way. He is by far the richest of 
the candidates named for tne place, unless J. O. (Black) Hayes 
of San Jose has as much money. Belshaw probably could get 
quite a following in the -convention from the upper bay coun- 
ties. As for Judge Frank Short of Fresno, he is not known to 
be stirring very much in the matter of his candidacy, but it is 
presumed that he will have a very large following among the 
San Joaquin valley delegates. Now and again Lieutenant 
Governor Alden Anderson is talked of as just the man for a 
promition. He too is rich. 


There are rumors that four men are going up and down the 


State advocating the candidacy of "Black" Hayes, but thus far 
your Oakland man, F. K. Porter, is the only one whose name I 
have heard mentioned, and he has not heretofore been consid- 
eied a great political figure. But Hayes is in the fight, and it 
fecms to be accepted here that Euef is behind him. But wheth- 
er Ruef is behind him or not it is certain that Mayor Schmitz is 
very much opposed to him and does not propose to see him get 
the San Francisco delegation if he can help it. 


At Santa Barbara the other day Schmitz said to one of his 


friends: 


"I do not know now whether I will be in this fight for the 


Governorship nomination or not; but I can assure you that 
whether or not I am in that fight the nominee of the Republican 
State Convention will not be "Black" Hayes. I will be in a 
position to prevent the nomination from going to him." 


T'le Mayor made this declaration with considerable show 


r f heat, and some of the wise men of San Francisco politics ex- 
pert to see the Governorship cause,a split between Schmitz and 
Euef. This is on the theory that Schmitz wants the nomina- 
tion himself, while Euef, thinking that the Mayor has no chance 
for the honor, wants to get behind Hayes, who- will have plenty 
of money to spend, who is in the habit of spending it(freely in 
politics,'and who will have quite a little bunch of delegates to 
begin to campaign with. **"* 


Those of the politicians who have watched the constantly 


growing strength of Schmitz and Euef with feelings of alarm 
are nursing a hope that the ambition of the Mayor to be Gover- 
nor will separate him for his able lieutenant. Apparently a 
split will ruin both Schmitz and Ruef, for Ruef could not carry 
the workingmen with him without the Mayor's assistance, while 
the Mavor would be deserted by Ruef's large tenderloin follow- 
ing in case there should be a quarrtel. 


As f01* Governor Paidee, he seems to Have cut away from 


1-Terrm and the old machine and to have gone over completely 
to Fairfax Wheelsn, John D. Daly, Dick Welsh and tb* other 
Reformers. All the influence that he could exert tliiougb 
Charlie Spear, his political manager, in the recent fight for the 
County Committee Chairmanship, was exerted against Will 
Davis, the Herrin candidate, and in favor of John D. Daly. So 
the politicians take it for granted that Herrin and the "organ- 
ization" will oppose the Governor's renomination. 


But just where that "organization" influence will go re- 


mains to be seen. Just at present the "organization" is not as 
powerful as it has been heretofore, and it seems to be the policy 
of Herrin and his lieutenants to preserve a neutral attitude un- 
til some candidate shall develop with sufficient individual 
strength to make it possible for the "organization," by transfer- 
ring its forces, to secure that candidate's nomination. In this 


way the candidate would be placed under obligations to the "or- 
ganization," and so would become an "organization" man, even 
though Herrin did not control a preponderating influence in 
the convention. No one seems to think at present that the "or- 
ganization" will have a working majority. 


A good -deal of curiosity is manifested as to whether 


"Black" Hayes will be able-to secure the entire Santa Clara 
county delegation as a trading delegation for himself. Justice 


S Lorrigan of the Supreme Court must come up for a renominar 
^tion, and he is from Santa Clara county. Of course if Hayes 
has that delegation to trade as he will on the Governship, Lor- 
rigan cannot make any use of it to trade him into a renomina- 
tion for the Justiceship. Consequently Lorrigan's friends, 
who are very strong in certain parts of Santa Clara county, 
may make an effort to take part of the delegation away from 
Hayes. Consequently events in Santa Clara county are being 
•very carefully watched. 


The putting around of gambling slot machines in fcan 


Francisco, with the sanction of Ruef and Schmitz, and the open- 
ing of poker rooms like those of Harry Corbett, have not help- 
ed the Mayor in his ambition to be Governor. The gambling 
machines are not honest. The saloon keepers who own them 
freely warn their friends and influential men who start to play 
at the games not to try their luck, as there is no possible chance 
to win. 


The opening up of a big poker game that will soon be a«

In 
fact, there is-a very thin veneer of morality over the administra- 
tion, except in one or two departments, which are conducted 
with conspicuous ability and honesty of purpose. The two best 
departments are the school department and the fire department. 
The police department, on the other hand, is rotten to the core, 
and the Board of Works department seems very little better. 


Society has a shiver every now and then when it thinks that 


the famous libel suit of the Baron von Schroeder against "The 
Call" and John D. Spreckels is soon to be reopened in San Ra- 
fael. I am told that the Baron has paid Peter F. Dunne, the 
able railroad attorney, a fee of $5000 to take his case this time 
with Judge J. G. Maguire. I presume that D. M. Delmas will 
again represent Spreckels, and a forensic and legal battle be- 
tween Dunne and Delmas should be very well worth a trip to the 
Marin county court house.
